Bacteriological or pathological examination of rodents would be carried out in Min. of Food 
laboratory, or at the bublie Health laboratory, Borough General Hospital, Ipswich. tone were 
sent for examination during the year. 

Lisinfestation is carried out by the use of poison baits. severe cases requiring treatment with 
hydrogen cyanide would be sent to the Fort of london.

Oysters from Brightlingsea and St. Osyth Creeks which are liable to pollution are treated at Brightlingsea 
Cyster Cleansing Station which is controlled by the Brightlingsea and -endring Shell-fish Committee 

under the directions of the Ministries of Agriculture and Fisheries, and Health. large numbers of young 
oysters are imported each year from lortugal, and reared on oyster beds in the above cree s, but theyare 
scld continually throughout the year without any ‘close' geason. 


the famous Colchester Native oysters are cultivated in the River Colne, and the lyefleet 


Cockles and winkles are collected from the shores of the River Colne and are sold without 
treatment of any kind. Some cases of typhoid Fever were occasioned during the year by contaminated 
cockles gathered along the shore at i/est Mersea, and warning notices have been posted. Investigation 
is still proceeding.
